A lawyer for former na- 
tional security adviser 
Michael Flynn informed an 
attorney for President 
Trump this week that he 
can no longer discuss the 
special counsel’s investiga- 
tion into Russian interfer- 
ence in the 2016 presiden- 
tial election, a sign that 
Flynn may be preparing to 
cooperate in the probe, peo- 
ple familiar with the investi- 
gation said.

‘Were really winning, 
Trump tells U.S. troops

PALM BEACH, Fla. — Presi- 
dent Trump thanked U.S. troops 
for their service on Thursday, 
assuring them “we're really win- 
ning” against America’s foes as 
he celebrated Thanksgiving at 
his private club in Florida and 
provided lunch for Coast Guard 
men and women on duty for the 
holiday. 

Trump told deployed military 


members via a video confer- 
ence that they’ve achieved 
more progress in Afghanistan 
and against the Islamic State un- 
der his watch than had been 
made in years of the previous 
administration. 

“Everybody’s talking about 
the progress you’ve made in the 
last few months since I opened 
it up,” he told the 1st Brigade 
Combat Team of the 82nd Air-

Rutgers scientist 
hunts space rocks 


Quest leads to “the bottom of the world.”

To prepare for a two-month ex- 
cursion in Antarctica, Rutgers 
University scientist Juliane 
Gross had to undergo an exten- 
sive dental exam with X-rays — 
in case she needed treatment be- 
fore heading down there, she as- 
sumed. 

That was only part of it, trip 
organizers told her. The X-rays 
also were required in case rescu- 
ers needed to identify her body. 

“I did not tell my parents that 
part,” she said. 

Gross leaves Sunday for the 


first leg of her trip to the re- 
mote Transantarctic Moun- 
tains, less than 300 miles from 
the South Pole. She and team 
members are on the hunt for 
meteorites — rocks from outer 
space that can yield valuable 
clues about the history of our 
solar system. 

The NASA-funded project, 
managed by Case Western Re- 
serve University, has recovered 
more than 21,000 meteorites 
since 1976. These excursions are 
sometimes called “the poor per- 
son’s space mission,” as the cost
